The countries of the world appear fully 
awaké.lo the necessity of advertising, their 
resources, and most. of the nations are 
beginning to récognise the importance of 
adequatefépresentation on such an im: 
portant‘occasion as the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition of igoy. ‘The problem be- 
fore the St. Loujs management is one of 
yast importance and magnitude, ‘and it is 
gratifying to learn.that the popular syib- 
scription in behalf ofthe undertaking is 
now assured, so that ample fonds will 
in hand to carry out the 
large designs proposed for the Exposition, 
The numerous agents scattered throughout 
the warld have forwarded most encouraging 
advices to headquarters, and itis promised 
that every country in urope as well as in 
Asia will send special and elaborate exhibits. 
But how is Hongkong to be represented at 
the St. Louis World’s Fair, as it is more 
popularly known? That is the question 
which it behoves not only our merchants 
and shippers to consider, but which should 
certainly commend itself to the earnest 
attention of the government authorities, 


{inasmuch as the Colony is now so closely 


assuciated with America in. the opening up 
of her new. Philippine territory, Ul, is 
generally accepted that Hongkong forms by 
far the .most important eafrepdf on the 
China coast, and Ifiot only credited with a 
great.proportioi gf the commerce passing 
with the ‘United . Kingdom, ‘America, Aus; 
tralia, India, the, Straits Settlements ‘and 
the coast ports of China, but has an expand- 
ing tadal intercourse with Manila and other 
Philippine centres. For the latter reason 
alone Hongkong must prdve a source of 
considerable interest to American enterprise 
and speculation, and no conclusive proof is 
wanting that the enactincnts of legiskitors 
across the Pacificare having a reflective action 
upon te Colony and the ports in the vicinity. 
Consequently it behoves us tu Le well to the 


fore in any matters associated with our vast-| 


commercial intercourse, and where an oppor: 
tunity is afforded of deménstrating the 
importance and magnitude of that inter- 
course we should setk to make the 
most of? the eccasion at our disposal 
in the great exposition of tgo4. Al 
though it must be admitted that we 
have neither products nor manufactures 
worthy of a place beside the exhibits of a 
world-wide, exposition, yet there are other 
and better means of securing atkention— 
means’ which must appeal to every citizen 
of this Far-‘Eastern: port. [It is well 


known that Mr. Jous. Barketr, the Com: | 


missioner-General to Asia, Australia 
and the Philippines was recently in Hong: 
kong on’ a diplomatic mission to confirm 
the invitation of the United States Govern- 
ment and of the World’s Fair Management, 
and'to negotiate with the Government for 
its participation in the Pair. During the 
course of that visit he kindly explained the 
plan and scope of the Exposition, and from 
the details given it was readily gathered 
that thé magnitude of this commemorative 
undertaking was generally appreciated by the 
public at darge. “Phe St “Louis World's 
Fair, he said, although not open until 1904, 
was to commemorate the one-hundredth 
anniversary of the purchase of — the 


Louisiana ‘Territory in 1803, and would 


cover a ground area of over a thousand 
acres, or several hundred more than 
was occupied by the Columbian Ex 
position at Chicago in “1893, and no ‘less 
than three times the area of the Paris Kx. 
position two years ago. With regard to its 
cost, it is worthy. of note, that when in full 
running order the amount expended will be 
between £5,000,000 and £,0,000,000, OF 
more than ever expended for a-similar enter- 
prise before. ‘The United States Government 
has shown its interest in the yndertaking by 
appropriating to’ the Exposition something 
like $6,500,000 gold, of which $5,000,000 is 
for general purposes and 1,500,000 for 
building and installation of the Government 
exhibit. Some’ idex of the Scope and 
inagnitude ofthe undertaking having been 
gained the necessity ‘ of securing ' ample 
representation will be apparent to all and, 
although the exact form which this might 
take isnot so easily found, an excellent sug- 
gestion has already bcen advanced, It is to 
the effect that Hongkong’s exhibit should 
comprise a topographical map of the colony; 
facsimiles in plaster of the coast of China 
depicting the exact position of Hongkong in: 
relation to the Philippines, and general 
maps} photographs, diagrams, statistics ‘and 
interesting descriptive matter. This, is an 
excellent suggestion and cannot fail to attract 
the attention of the vast,.goncourse of the 
world’s citizens, which will be gather- 
ed together. at the - Fair.
